Hopkins was hanged here this morning 
for the murder of his wife and mother- 
in-law. The first rope broke and the 
condemned man was again fastened 
up. The drop fell successfully the 
second time. 

The crime for which Hopkins paid 
the death penalty was one of the most 
unfeeling ever chronicled. Hopkins 
was 29. years of age. In 1887 he mar- 
ried Maggie Wigamen, and for a year 
they lived happily.

On September 22, 1889, he went to 
the Wigamen house and deliberately | 
skot both his wife and her mother 
dead.

So let us all work with a 
will and solve the problem our- 
selves. 


Now that Congress has finally 
settled down to real work we hope 
the silver men will be on the alert. 
In the Senate the cause is being 
urged. Senators Stewart and 
Mitchell have both made already 
able speeches, and the speech of 
Senator Teller before the commit- 
tee a few days since was up to the 
highest standard.

THE FLORIDA ASSASSINS. 
Murder of a Deputy United States

CONCERNING CATARACT. 


A Disease of the Eye Which Usually At- 
tacks Elderly Persons Only. 

The crystalline lens of the eye is sit- 
uated just behind the pupil, and lies be. 
tween two fluids, the aqueous in front 
and the vitreous behind. Its object is 
to focus the rays of light which pass 
through the pupil upon the retina be- 
hind, where they act upon the terminal 
ends of the optic nerve, and thus give 
vision. This lens seems to get its sus- 
tenance from tne fluids 1n which it is 
immersed, and when disease of its 
structure occurs it probably arises from 
some lack of proper nutrition from these 
sources, 

Perfect transparency of the lens is es- 
sential to good vision. When any por- 
tion of it becomes opaque the entrance 
of light is obstructed, or it passes 
through in an irregular manner, and 
loss of vision, more or less complete, re- 
sults. The condition of opaqueness con- 
stitutes what is known as a cataract. 
It may affect only a portion of the lens, 
or the whole may be so dense as to pre- 
vent the perception of any object, 
though it can never of itself be so com- 
plete as to shut off entirely the sensa- 
tion of light. 

Cataract may be congenital, or it may 
come|onin youth or in adult life, but 
by far the majority of cases occur in 
persons over fifty years of age, in whom 
it tak3s the name of senile cataract. 
Generally there is found some embar- 
rassmentin the use of the eyes for a 
longer or shorter period before the 
opacity is visible to the eye. 

The cloudiness usually has a definite 
starting-point, and from that place it 
may progress until the whole lens is in- 
volved, or it may be arrested spontane- 
ously in any part of its course. Such 
cases of arrest have given rise to the be- 
lief that certain nostcums will prevent 
the formation of cataract, or will re- 
move it. 

In reality no means is known of stay- 
ing or preventing it. The only hope 
lies in removing the mechanical ob- 
struction by surgical methods. 

The form of cataract which follows an 
injury is explained by the fact that the 
capsule which surrounds the lens is 
ruptured, and a portion of the fluid en- 
ters the lens and produces a sodden con- 
dition at one point, from which the dis- 
integration may continue. 

There seems to be a predisposition to 
the formation of cataract in so eople, 
for in elderly persons, when one bar re has 
become affected, the other is yery likely 
to pass through the same experience. 

‘While it is best, in order to get the 
most satisfactory result, to delay the 
operation until the cataract is ‘‘ripe,” 
that period being the time when it is 
most easily removed, one should never 
wait until the sightis entirely lost, for 
there is danger that the process may go 
so far as to render any operation entire- 
ly fruitless.—Youth’s Companion.

Bishop Manogue’s instraciions in 
| Relation Thereto. 

Right Reverend Bishop Manogue of 
the diocese of Sacramento has issued 
the following instructions relating to 
the rules to be observed by Catholic 


ES 


ance of the Lenten season, which be- 
gan yesterday—Asb Wednesday : 

1. All the week days of Lent from 
Ash Wednesday to Easter Sunday are 
fast days of precept, on one meal, with 

rmission 8 a moderate collation. 

Riis collation, according to circum-~ 
stances and yreater convenience, may 
be taken in the morning or evening, 
and is regulated by the time of the 
principal meal. 
2. Flesh meat is allowed on Sundays 
without limitation, and, by dispensa- 
tion granted August 3, 1887, for ten 
years, once a day on Mondays, Tues- 
days, Thursdays and Saturdays, ex- 
cept Saturday of Ember and Saturday 
of Holy Week. 

3. The promiscuous use of flesh and 
fish, even on Sundays, is prohibited 
at the same meal, 

4. By dispensation granted February 
9, 1887, for ten years, milk, butter 
cheese, fruit, vegetables, eggs and fish 
are allowed at collation. : 

§. All under twenty-one or over sixty 


| 


years are exempt from the obligation 
of fasting; also, the delicate, the sick, 
the feeble, and those engaged at hard 
labor; and are not restricted to meat 
once a day on days when its use is 
permitted. : 

6. The use of lard in preparing food 
is allowed every day throughout the 
vear. 

7, The time for complying with the 
Paschal precept in the diocese of Sac- 
ramento extends from Quadragesima 
Sunday (or first Sunday of Lent) to 
Trinity Sunday. 

The respective pastors are hereby 
empowered to dispense in cases of 
fasting and abstinence where prudence 
and sufficient reason authorize. They 
are also requested to be diligent during 
the holy season of Lent in laying before 
their people the great truths of religion, 
and the necessity of. availing them- 
selves of this acceptable time to regain 
the friendship of God by salutary pen- 
ance for their sins, bv alms, deeds and 
works of mercy to the poor.

The +merican Building and Loan 
Association. 


Under the above heading the Win- 
nemucca Silver State says: As sev- 
eral of our citizens are contributing to 
the American Building and Loan As- 
sociation of Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
and are loath to believe that it isa 
swindling concern, the Silver State 
took the trouble to write to Minneapo- 


lis to ascertain from responsible per- 
sons the standing of the association at 
home. The answers received justify 
the statement that the concern is rot- 
ten, and the Minneapolis Tribune of 
the 6th instant publishes the report of 
the State Bank Examiner, which 
shows open violations of the laws and 
makes it plain that the affairs of the 
association should be wound up. The 
Tribune, commenting editorially upon 
the concern, says: 

‘‘ We publish this morning the brief, 
but decisive, report of Public Examiner 
Kenyon to Attorney-General Clapp, 
showing why the Association should 
not continue to do business.

Remarkable Modeling of the Bronze | 
Felines of Bubastis. 


The bronze cats and kittens of Bu- | 


bastis have never been excelled for truth | 
and suppleness of modeling. As for the 
cat-headed Basts, so admirably is the 
head of the intelligent Egyptian tabby 
adapted to the graceful proportions of 
the goddess, that we lose our percep- 
tion of the incongruity, and find the 
combination perfectly natural. The 
name of the cat in the ancient Egyptian 
language is mau—a name evidently ono- 
matopoetic, and so affording no clew to 
the original nationality of the animal 
which was certainly unknown to the 
Egyptians of the Pyramid’ period. 
Lenormant remarks with truth that 
Bast in the time of the Ancient Empire 
was invariably represented with the 
head of a lioness, and that it is only 
with the advent of the twelfth dynasty 
that she begins to appear upon the 
monumentsin the likeness of a cat. 
This was the time of the great raids of 
the Pharaohs into the land of Kush 
(Ethiopia); and it is a notable fact that 
the cat and the Dongolese dog are first 
represented in the wall-paintings of 
Beni-Hassan during the reigns of the 
Usertesens and Amenemhats. Ruppell 
has shown that the cat of the wall- 
painting and bronzes is identical with 
the Felis maniculata still found in a 
wild state in Upper Nubia and the 
Soudan; so that it may fairly be taken 
for granted that the sacred animal of 
Bast was an importation of the twelfth 
dynasty Pharaohs from “the Land of 
Kush.” This view is strikingly cor- 
roborated by the tenor of a demotic 
papyrus recently translated by Prof. 
Revillout, which professes to record the 
philosophical conversations of “The 
Jackal Khufi and an Ethiopian Cat.” 
This cat is half a goddess, and that she 
should be designated as -‘‘Ethiopian” 
points with special significance to the 
original habitat of the animal sacred to 
Bast, Strangely enough, M. Naville re- 
ports of the remains of the sacred cats 
in the cat cemetery at Bubastis, that 
the species there buried was not that of 
the common cat of Egypt, either of 
ancient or of modern times, but that of 
apparently another species of the feline 
tribe. ‘The skulls found are much 
larger than the skullsof any cats known 
to naturalists. They may possibly be 
the skulls of some kind of small lynx.— 
Amelia B. Edwards, in Century. 


LINCOLN’S WHISKERS. 


The President Ceased to Shave to Gratify 
a Very Young Lady. 

President Lincoln’s kind heart always 
responded to a child’s advances. He 
indulged his own children, saying: ‘‘It 
is my pleasure that my children are 
free and happy, and unrestrained by 
parental tyranny.

THE RUSSIAN METHOD. 


A Unique Way of Securing the Surrender 
of Dangerous Criminals. 

In the course of his tour of inspection 
threugh the Caucasus last autumn 
Prince Dondukoff-Korsakoff passed close 
to the village of Stary Yoort, where a 
native Colonel was not long previously 
murdered out of revenge, and where the 
murderers were being screened from the 
authorities by the inhabitants. As they 
refused to give up the assassins the 
Prince ordered all the inhabitants of the 
village to be assembled on his route two 
miles off. Here the Prince refused to 
accept their greeting of bread and salt, 
and rated them right soundly in the 
sevivrest terms of the Russian vocab- 
ulary. At the same time he ordered 
their elders to be arrested on the spot, 
and gave them one month in which to 
surrender the murderers. If they re- 
mained recalcitrant at the end of that 
term the severest punishment was to be 
inflicted. With the usual obstinacy of 
the Chechenlis tribes, who continue 
their opposition to Russia as long ag, if 
not longer than, any of the other tribes 
of the Caucasus, the murderers were not 
given up at the end of the month, 
whereupon a ‘‘military execution” was 
ordered to be made. Atdaybreak the 
village was surrounded by a cordon of 
troops, and all the inhabitants were dis- 
armed and forbidden ever to carry arms 
again. Adetachment of troops were then 
quartered in the village, and 1,200 rubles 
was exacted for the benefit of the mur- 
dered man’s family. An elder was also 
appointed and sent by the authorities 
with a salary, to be paid by the village, 
of 600 rubles a year. The murderers 
have now at last been surrendered, and
